MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


COROCORAN GALLERY OF ART 
October 15, 1979 


Members of the Executive Committee present at the meeting were 
Mesdames Alper, Dudley (President of Women's Committee), Salant 
and Vanderpool and Messrs. Blachley (representing the Friends), 

FitzGerald, Folger, Jewett, Kinney, Kreeger, Saul, Swift and 
Wilkinson. Members of the Staff present were Df. Marzio, Chief 
Executive Officer; Ms. Livingston, Associate Director; Dr. Nygren, 

Curator; Ms. Goffe, Director of Finance and Planning; Mrs. Muccio, 

Director of Development and Membership; Adm. Snead, Director of 
Building and Grounds; and Mrs. Tilley, Special Events. 

Mr. Kreeger called the meeting to order at 12:35p.m. 

1. The minutes of the Executive Committee of September 10, 1979 
were approved as submitted. 

2. Report of the President 

a. Ihe Financial Report was given by Ms. Goffe, who stated that support 
and revenues for the one month period ending 9/30/79 totaled $297,930, with 
Expenses and Deductions of $99,678, for a net of $198,252. She added that 
the auditors. Coopers & Lybrand, have been at the Corcoran for the last two 
weeks conducting their FY79 audit and expect to present their audit report 
to the Board in November. They have suggested a meeting with the Audit 
Ccmmittee for a review before the final audit appears. 

A resolution to transfer 12 shares of Proctor & Gamble stock to the nominee 
of Riggs Bank was approved. 

Ms. Goffe also reported that the Corcoran had been audited for handicap 
accessibility in September, 1979. The audit was two-fold: (a) to see how 
much has been accomplished, and (b) to solicit suggestions for ways in which 
government agencies could help institutions in compliance with the handicapped 
accessibility requirements. Ms. Goffe cited funding as the major stumbling 
block in meeting the requirements. The costs are extremely high because the 
Corcoran is an historical site. For example, renovation of the elevator is 
expected to cost $100,000. 

Mr. Jewett requested that comparative figures frcm prior years b§ included in 
future financial statements. Mr. FitzGerald requested that a cash flew 
statement for both the Gallery and the School be included also. 

Ms. Goffe expects the financial office to be fully staffed in three weeks and 
she expects all postings to be current at that time. 

b. Dr. Marzio reported on the Three Institutions Proposal . This proposal 
is for funding three private cultural institutions (Arena Stage, Folger 
Library and Corcoran Gallery of Art) in their overhead expenses. Citing the 
Historic Sites Preservation Act of 1935, the three institutions have jointly 
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submitted a request to Congress to be funded in the amount of $900,000 
($300,000 each). The bill has passed the Senate Sub-Committee and the 
Senate Appropriations Committee and now goes to a Senate-House Conference 
Committee. Dr. Marzio will send background information on the bill to all 
Corcoran trustees, who are urged to contact key Congressmen on this co nittee. 
Trustees were asked to coordinate all contacts through Dr. Marzio. 

3. Committee Reports : 

a. Development and Membership Mr. FitzGerald reviewed efforts since the 
last meeting and noted that in the request for the $750,000 NEA Challenge 
grant, the Corcoran emphasized that commitments were in hand, but, apparently, 
funds were not available from NEA and it is believed that on 10/29/79, they 
will announce a $250,000 Challenge Grant for the Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

Mr. FitzGerald emphasized the School's deficit and the fact that it will 
require a stronger effort on the part of all to meet this need. 

The Development Committee is looking for ways to increase the membership 
base which is at 2260 and of which the Friends comprise one-third. A 
membership solicitation is being mailed to 97,000 Washington residents. 
Contributions are slightly ahead of last year, but the Committee would like 
to see more. A deferred giving brochure is being prepared by Mr. Silverstein. 

b. Investment and Finance Mr. Folger noted that the market value of the 
Endowment is down along with the rest of the market, but he is in close 
contact with Riggs Bank, and the fund is currently valued at just over 
$3,000,000. 

c. Special Events Mrs. Alper reported that the first Musical Evenings 
Series was attended by nearly a sell-out crowd for the Tokyo String Quartet 
concert on October 5, 1979. A suggestion was made to hold the series on evenings 
other than Friday or Saturday and Mrs. Alper will research this for future 
series. The series has not sold out for the entire year and Mrs. Alper urged 
Trustees to purchase tickets. 

The Washington Art Group will have its first luncheon on October 29. Luncheon 
speakers for this series include Wendell Garrett, Andy Warhol and Bruce 
Davidson. 

d. Art School Mr. Swift reported that, for the fall term, there are 212 
full-time students, as compared with the projected 220, and there are 412 

in the Open Program, having projected 400. This means a lower income for the 
School. 

The School has hired a new staff member, Danute Vaiciulaitis, to be 
responsible for research, writing, and development of grant proposals and 
public relations. 

The Masquerade Ball is scheduled for November 30. 

e. Works of Art Mrs. Vanderpool asked that the Works of Art Committee report 
be combined with the Report of the Associate Director, Jane Livingston. Hie 
Works of Art Committee is meeting once a month now and will submit a statement 
of acquisition philosophy to the next full Board meeting (See attachment A). 
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Trustees asked that they be given complete documentation on the works being 
considered for purchase, one week prior to the Executive Committee meeting. 

The Executive Canmittee unanimously voted to purchase two works of art 
recommended by the Works of Art committee. Detailed descriptions of Trenton 
Falls near Utica (1876) by DeWitt Clinton Boutelle and The Visit, A Family 
Reunion (1917) by Max Weber are attached. Funds frcm the May, 1979 sale 
of deaccessioned works will be used for this purchase.( ATTACHMENTS B & C.) 

Mr. Kinney noted that the Corcoran is in the unusual position of having these 
acquisition funds and, although it is a nice position to be in, it also results 
in new problems. He recommended that techniques for purchasing and determining 
the value of works of art be sharpened. For example, in seme cases, museums 
receive a 10% discount and, in other cases, the price may be based upon a 
recent sale by the artist or an appraisal by another dealer and it is necessary 
to be certain that the price that a gallery offers the Corcoran is the lowest 
possible. 

f. Education/Shop Mrs. Salant reported that there are three new staff members 
in the Office of Education. A course which fits into the elementary and 
secondary levels of the public school curriculum has been developed, and the 
Docent program has doubled frcm last year and now offers tours in three 
languages. Both the Education Committee and the Works of Art Committee 

are to submit reports concerning the "Sculpture for the Blind" program. 

g. Friends of the Corcoran Mr. Blachley noted that as of 9/30/79, the 
Friends total 736. The Friends acquisition committee has met with Jane 
Livingston and the Works of Art Committee and, with their advice, are 

going to New York to consider their next purchase. An Acquisition Evening v/ill 
be held December 5, 1979. 

h. Women's Committee Mrs. Dudley reported the results of the Committee's 
meeting September 25. They are investing the $5300 netted from the Zandra Rhodes 
Fashion Benefit in the money market. Dr. Marzio presented a budget to the 
Women's Committee and a reception to meet Mrs. Marzio followed the meeting. 

The Women's Committee also voted to fund the Graphic Works of George Biddle 
exhibition in the amount of $12,000. 

i. Building and Grounds Admiral Snead expects to have the plans for the 
renovation of the auditorium within two months. The architect, Don Lethbridge, 
has met with members of the staff to discuss the various ways in which the 
auditorium is used. He has engaged the services of Mr. Paul Engel, a lighting 
authority, and Mr. David Klepper, and acoustics authority. The plans, 
specifications and engineering designs ready to be bid on by contractors will 
total $20,000. 

Mr. Saul questioned the $20,000 contract with the architect find asked why other 
architects were not called upon for bids for the auditorium renovation. Adm. 
Snead noted that Mr. Lethbridge has an outstanding requtation as a restoration 
architect and is known for the unique way in which he deals with new uses for 
old buildings. 
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As a sidenote. Dr. Marzio quoted the Corcoran Annual Report of 1906 
noting that "this roof causes much annoyance and is an awkward problem". 

j. Public Relations Mr. Wilkinson reported on the professioanl help that 
this Ccurmittee is receiving fran Messrs. Rea and Scherer in their efforts to 
spread the Corcoran message. NBC will produce three Public Service Announcements 
this year and Mrs. Gayle Lewis has said that C&P Telephone Co. will produce 
sic radio and TV Public Service ads free of charge. 

4. Report of the Chief Executive Officer 

a. Beaux Arts Masquerade Dr. Marzio noted the outstanding job that Susan 
Firestone is doing in organizing this much needed fund-raising event for the 

School. He emphasized that patrons are needed for this event. 

b. The Democratic Art Dr. Marzio announced for the record that his latest 
book, published by David Godine, will be purchased at cost by the Development 
Office and that he will receive no royalties . 

There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 2:35p.m.

ATTACHMENT A 


ACQUISITION PROGRAM; 


Although the Corcoran has one of the best and most comprehensive 
collections of American art, there are weaknesses. Generally speaking, 
the collection has breadth but not depth except in a few cases such as 
19th century landscape painting. We propose that the funds realized 
from the sale of European paintings in the Spring of 1979 be used to 
strengthen the collection in four ways: first, by purchasing works in 
certain areas not adequately covered by the collection; second, by 
purchasing works by major artists not represented or poorly represented; 
third, by purchasing works that complement the collection; fourth, by 
purchasing masterpieces of American art. 

1. Among the areas not adequately covered by the collection are: early 
colonial portraiture (e.g. New England Limners of 17th and 18th century, 
Patroon Painters); folk art in general; still-life painting of the 19th 
century, particularly tromp l'oeil; modernist art of the early 20th 
century. The historical drawing collection also coukl be improved sig¬ 
nificantly. 

2. Although many of the major figures in American art are represented in 
the collection, some are not and others are inadequately represented. 

Among artists of the 19th and 20th century not represented are: 

Blythe, Ralph Earl, Haberle, Heade, Moran, Raphaelle Peale, Peto, Joseph 
Stell, Max Weber. Among those not adequately represented: Bingham, 

Anshutz, Stuart Davis, Dove, Durand, Luks, Charles Willson Peale, Whistler. 

It should be remembered that the Corcoran has only one major work by 
certain key artists such as Bellows, liakins, Harnett, Lawson, Mount find 
others. 

3. The collection is very rich in 19th century landscapes and portraiture, 
and has important holdings in certain aspects of 19th century genre and 
still-life painting as well as in impressionism and early 20th century 
urban realism (Ash Can School). When the opportunity presents itself, we 
should acquire major works by lesser known figures in these areas. In this 
way, we can provide a new dimension to the collection at reasonable prices. 

4. To acquire masterpieces by major historical figures will be difficult 
to do given the amount of money available. Copley's range between $170,000 
and $500,000; Coles bring $300,000; the last Bingham sold at auction 
brought close to one million. In view of this, we hope that we might be 
able to use some of the funds realized from the sale to match money raised 
through other means for the purchase of a specific work. 

We feel it is important to stress the need for flexibility in 
acquiring works of art. Therefore, although there are artists we would 
like to see represented in the collection, we do not think we should 
restrict ourselves to just those names when considering works for acquisition. 
We do not want to buy a name just to fill a gap, but to acquire significant 
works of art that enrich our holdings.

De Witt Clinton Boutelle (1820-1884) 

A self-educated artist influenced by Thomas 
Cole and Asher B. Durand. His landscapes are in the 
Hudson River School mode. Until 1857, Boutelle 
painted almost entirely in the Hudson River Valley, 
the Catskills, along the Susquehanna and in New 
Jersey. After 1858, he lived and painted in Beth¬ 
lehem, Pennsylvania. 

While Boutelle is not a major figure in American 
art, this particular work is an extraordinary example 
of realist landscape painting in the second half of 
the 19th century and would add an interesting dimension 
to the Corcoran's rich collection of 19th century 
American landscape.

Members of the Executive Committee present at the meeting were 
Mesdames Alper, Dudley (President of Women's Committee), Salant, 
and Vanderpool and Messrs. Blachley (Representing the Friends), 
FitzGerald, Folger, Jewett, Kinney, Kreeger, Saul, Swift, and 
Wilkinson. Members of the Staff present were Dr. Marzio, Chief 
Executive Officer; Ms. Livingston, Associate Director; Dr. Nygren, 
Curator; Ms. Goffe, Director of Finance & Planning; Mrs. Muccio, 

Director of Development & Membership; Adm. Snead, Director of Building 
& Grounds; and Mrs. Tilley, Special Events. 

Mr. Kreeger called the meeting to order at 12:35 p.m. 

1. The minutes of the Executive Committee of September 10, 1979 
were approved as submitted. 

2. Report of the President 

a. "^ financial Report was given by Ms. Goffe . Support and 
Revenues as of 9/30/79 total $297,930 with Expenses and Deductions 
at $99,678 for a total of $198,252. 

Coopers & Lybrand have been at the Corcoran for the last two 
weeks conducting the FY79 audit. They expect to present their 
audit report to the Corcoran Board of Trustees in November, 1979. 

They have suggested a meeting with the Audit Committee for a review 
before the final audit appears. Mr. Folger is arranging the meeting. 

A resolution to list 12 shares of Proctor & Gamble stock in 
the Riggs Bank nominee list was approved by the Executive Committee. 

Ms. Goffe also reported that the Corcoran had been audited for 
handicap accessability in September, 1979. The audit was two-fold 
(a) to see how much has been accomplished and (b) to solicit suggestions 
for ways in which government agencies could help institutions in 
compling with the handicapped accessability requirements. Ms. Goffe 
cited funding as the major stumbling block in meeting the requirements. 
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The costs are extremely high because the Corcoran is an historical 
site. For example, renovation of the elevator is expected to cost 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Mr. Jewett requested that comparative figures from prior 
years be inserted in the financial statements. Mr. FitzGerald 
requested that a cash flow statement for both the Gallery and 
the School be included also. 

Ms. Goffe expects the financial office to be fully staffed in three 
weeks and she expects all postings to be current at that time. 

B. Dr. Marzio reported on the Three Institutions Proposal . 

This proposal for funding three institutions (Arena Stage, Folger 
Library and the Corcoran Gallery of Art) in their overhead expenses. 
Citing the historic sites preservation act of 1935, the three 
institutions have jointly submitted a request to Congress to be 
funded in the amount of $900,000 ($300,000 each). The bill has 
passed the Senate Sub-Committee and the Senate Appropriations Committee 
and now goes to a Conference Committee composed of both the House 
and Senate. Dr. Marzio will send background information on the 
bill to all trustees of the Corcoran. They are urged to contact 
the key Congressmen on this committee, namely Sidney Yates, 

Joe McDay or Norm Dicks. Trustees were asked to coordinate all 
contacts through Dr. Marzio. 

3. Committee Reports 

a. Development & Membership Mr. FitzGerald reviewed efforts 
since the last meeting and noted that in the request for the 
$750,000 NEA Challenge grant the Corcoran emphasised that the 
commitments were in hand, but apparently the funds were not available 
from NEA and it is believed that on 10/29/79 they will announce a 
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$250,000 Challenge Grant for the Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

Mr. FitzGerald emphasised the School's deficit and the 
fact that it will require a stronger effort on the part of 
all to meet this need. 

The Development Committee is looking for ways to increase 
the membership base which is at 2260 now and of which the 
Friends comprise 1/3 of the membership. A membership brochure 
will be mailed to 17,000 people at the end of October. Contri/butions 
are 6.9% ahead of last year which is progress, but the Committee 
would like to see more. MxxxSiixsxsfcKXH A brochure to appeal 
to potential donars is being done by Mr. Silverstein. 

b. Investment & Finance Mr. Folger noted that the Endowment 
is in a slump as are all funds on the market this week but he is 
in close contact with Riggs Bank and the fund remains just over 
$3,000,000 as of today. 

C. Special Events Mrs. Alper Reported that the first 

Musical Evenings Series was attended by nearly a sell-out crowd 

for the Tokyo String Quartet concert on October 5, 1979. A'hsuggestion 
was made to hold the series on evenings other than Fridays or Saturdays 

and Mrs. Alper will research this for future series. The series 

has not sold out for the entire year and Mrs. Alper urged Trustees 

to purchase tickets. 

The Washington Art Group will have it's first luncheon October 29th. 
Luncheon speakers include;; Wendell Garrett, Andy Warhol and 


Bruce Davidson. 
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D. Art School Mr. Swift reported the enrollment for the 
fall term. There are 212 full time students, having projected 
220 and there are 412 in the Open Program, having projected 400. 

This means a lower income for the School. 

A new staff person for the School has been hired, Danute Vaiciulaitis, 
She is responsible for research, writing and development of grant 
proposals and public relations for the school. 

The Masquerade Ball is scheduled for November 30. 


E. Works of Art Mrs. Vanderpool asked that the Works of 
Art Committee report be held in tandem with the Report of the 
Associate Director, Jane Livingston. The Works of Art Committee 
is meeting once a month now and will submit a statement of 
aquisition philosophy to the next full board of trustees meeting. 

Trustees asked that they be given a complete documentation of the 
works being considered for purchase^ one week prior to the Exec.Com.meeting 
The Executive Committee unamiously voted to purchase two 
works of art recommended by the Works of Art Committee. Detailed 
descriptions of Trenton Falls near Utica 1876 by De Witt Clinton Boutelle 
and The Visit, a family reunion 1917 by Max Weber are attached. 

Funds from the sale at Sotheby's in May, 1979 of deaccessioned 
works from theCorcoran will be used for this purchase. 

Mr. Kinney noted that the Corcoran is in the unusual position 
of having these aquisition funds to disperse and although it is a nice position 

*__ ^ ,.-,.^,..,4 

to be in, it also results in new problems. He recommended that techniques! 

for purchasing be sharpened & for determining the value of works of art be 
sought. For example, in some cases museums receive a 10% discount 
and in other cases the price may be based upon a recent sale by the 
same artist or an appraisal by another dealer and it is necessary to 
be certain that the price a gallery offers the Corcoran is the lowest 
possible. 
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F. Education/Shop Mrs. Salant reported there are three 
new staff memebers in the office of Education. A course which 
fits into the elementary and secondary levels of the public school 
cuificulum has been developed by the Education office. The Docent 
program has doubled in numbers from last year and now offers tours 
in three languages. Both the Education Committee and the Works 

of Art Committee are to submit reports to the Executive Committee 
concerning the sculpture for the blind program. 

G. Friends of the Corcoran Mr. Blachley noted that as of 
9/30/79 the friends total 736. The Friends acquisition committee 
has met with Jane Livingston and the Works of Art Committee and 
with their advice will procede to New York to consider their next 
purchase. An Aquisition Evening will be held December 5, 1979. 

H. Women 1 s Committee Mrs. Dudley reported the results of 
the Committee's fixsfc meeting September 25. They are investing 
the $5300 netted from the Zandra Rhodes Fashion Benefit in the 
money market. Dr. Marzio presented a budget to the Women's Committee 
and a reception to meet Mrs. Marzio followed the meeting. The 
Women's Committee also voted to fund the Graphic Works of George Biddle 
in the amount of $12,000. 

I. Building & Grounds Admiral Snead expects to have within 
two months the plans for the renovation of the auditorium. The 
architect, Don Lethbridge, has met with members of the staff to 
discuss the various ways the auditorium is used. He has engaged 
the services of Mr. Paul Engel a lighting authority and Mr. David 
Klepper an authority on accoustics. The plans, specifications 

and engineering designs ready to be bid on by contractors will total 

$ 20 , 000 . 
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Mr. Saul questioned the $20,000 contract with the architect, 

Don Lethbridge as to why other architects were not called upon 
for bids for the renovation of the auditorium. Adm. Snead noted 
that Mr. Lethbridge had worked on the renovation of the sculpture 
studio and was familiar with the Corcoran. Mr. Swift reminded 
the Committee that they had decided to address each building project 
separately and ...perhaps they should explore alternative and competative 
routes for this project. Dr. Marzio noted that Mr. Lethbridge has 
an outstanding reputation as a restoration architect and is known 
for the unique way he deals with new uses for old buildings. 

As a sidenote Dr. Marzio quoted the Corcoran Annual Report 
of 1906 noting "this roof causes much annoyance and is an awkward 
problem." 

J. Public Relations Mr. Wilkinson reported on the 

professional help this Committee is receiving from Mr. Ray Scherer 
and Mr. Michael Rea in their efforts to spread the Corcoran message. 
NBC will produce three Public Service Announcements this year and 
Mrs. Gayle Lewis has said that C & P Telephone Co. will produce 
six radio and TV Public Service free of charge. 

4. Report of the Chief Executive Officer 

A. Beaux Arts Masquerade Dr. Marzio noted the outstanding 
job Susan Firestone is doing in organizing this much needed fund 
raising event for the School. He emphasised that patrons are needed 
for the event. 

B. The Democratic Art Dr. Marzio announced for the record that 
his latest book published by David Godine will be purchased at cost 
by the Development office and that he will receive no royalties. 

There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 2:35 p.m.

Minutes of the Meeting of the Executive Committee 
Trustees of the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
December 11, 1978 


Members of the Executive Committee present at the meeting were 
Mesdames Dudley, Salant and Vanderpool and Messrs. FitzGerald, 

Folger, Freeman, Hall, Hull, Jewett, Kinney, Kreeger, Silverstein, 
Swift, Wilkinson and Winsor. Members of the staff present were 
Dr. Marzio, Director; Mr. Thomas, Dean; Ms. Livingston, Associate 
Director; Ms. Goffe, Administrative Dean; Ms. Harper, Administrative 
Officer; Mrs. Muccio, Director for Development and Membership; and 
Mr. Stiegler, Comptroller. 

Mr. Kreeger called the meeting to order at 12:30 PM. 

1. The minutes of the Executive Committee meeting of November 13, 1978 
were approved with an amendment to reflect Mrs. Dudley's willingness 

to discuss the proposed deaccessioning with the Women's Committee 
in lieu of the minutes' statement that she had already done so. 

2. Mr. Kreeger reported that a Development Committee meeting had 
taken place earlier that morning to discuss such topics as 
Trustee giving and the current status of grants from foundations 
and corporations. Mr. FitzGerald noted that various categories 
of support had been covered. Of the $150,000 budgeted for FY1979 
Trustee giving on $2,683 (less than 2%) has been received. The 
Women's Committee has been most generous in their level of giving, 
both to the Gallery and the School. A particularly important area 
of income in FY1979 is corporate support budgeted at $135,000; 

to date approximately $30,000 has been generated. 

The viability of changing the Corcoran's fiscal year from 
September-August to January-December was discussed; Dr. Marzio 
was asked to discuss the matter with the auditors Coopers & Lybrand. 

Mr. Folger, at Mr. Kinney's request, agreed to inquire as to the 
status of the Finley bequest. 

Dr. Marzio introduced several ideas he would like to develop in 
the next year centering on a NEA challenge grant. The challenge 
grant would be the catalyst for a major capital campaign to 
increase the Corcoran's endowment. Ideally, the Corcoran would 
retain the expertise of an outside consultant to determine the 
scope of the campaign, and to assist in the development of a 5-year 
development plan. Dr. Marzio felt that next year might be the 
Corcoran's last opportunity to receive an NEA challenge grant, 
given the possibility of sizeable cuts to that program in the future. 
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The size of an application for that challenge grant will depend 
on the results of a feasibility study of the Corcoran's needs 
and its fund-raising capabilities^. 

Mr. Saul expressed his approval of the idea, although he urged 
that a feasibility study might be done on an in-house basis 
by Mrs. Muccio. 

It was generally agreed that Mr. FitzGerald and Mrs. Muqcio would 
pursue further the possibility of a challenge grant application 
in December 1979 and the steps that will be necessary to make a 
sound thorough case.at that time. 

3. Report of the 1st Vice President 

a. Revision of By-Laws Mr. Jewett asked that members of the 
Executive Committee review the section of the By-Laws dealing 
with the composition of the Board and consider the question of 
whether the maximum number of Board members be extended and 

the quorum requirement be reduced. The staff will check on the 
average attendance by Trustees at past Board meetings for Mr. Jewett. 
Revision to the By-Laws will be discussed at the January meeting 
of the Board of Trustees. 

Mrs. Salant inquired as to the expediency of having nominations 
for new membership to the Board made to the Executive Committee 
prior to presentation to the Board of Trustees. Mr. Jewett 
saw no reason why the Executive Committee could not be advised 
of such nominations which could be subsequently reviewed at the 
Board level. The rest of the Committee agreed with this proposed, 
course of action. 

b. . Schedule of Meetings Mr. Jewett asked members of the 
Executive Committee to note the 1979 schedule of meetings and 
requested of the staff that reminders of these dates be sent 
out earlier than they have been in the past. 

4. Report of the Director 

a. Salary Review Dr. Marzio discussed with the Committee the 
question of a January salary review as had been recommended the 
preceding summer. He urged the Committee to consider a cost of 
living increase to all employees plus merit increases to a small 
number of employees, these latter increases to be reviewed by 
Mr. Kreeger, Mr. Jewett and Mr. Folger. 

The Committee agreed that Dr. Marzio should prepare salary projections 
indicating a 6-7% cost-of-living increase plus his recommendations 
for dismissals, merit increases and salary adjustments. The 
Committee further empowered an ad hoc committee comprising 
Messrs. Kreeger, Jewett and Folger to make final decision on the 
cost-of-living increase and to bring forward for review recommendations 
as to merit increases and salary adjustments for those earning more 
than $20,000 per annum. 
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b. Financial Statement Dr. Marzio noted that the financial 
statement for the Gallery shows a $784 deficit at the end of 
the first quarter. This near balance of the budget to date is 
largely due to an increased number of corporate events and the 
receipt of the second Cafritz challenge grant. 

Dr. Marzio discussed the substantial decrease in attendance and 
admissions, noting that this was in a large measure due to the 
Gallery's being periodically closed or free to the public on pay 
days in preparation for the fall exhibitions. In addition, the 
1977 fall exhibitions, Duane Hanson Sculptures and Anamorphosis 
were unusually popular exhibitions. Dr. Marzio indicated that the 
Gallery can project a rise in attendance when the major 1979 
exhibitions — the Biennial, Stella and Monticelli — go on view. 

5. Report of the Dean 

Dean Thomas reported on the success of the December 9th Masquerade 
party, indicating that it had netted approximately $8,000; he hoped 
the event would be considered an annual school activity. Mr. Thomas 
reported that the only mishap was the disappearance of a fur coat, 
a matter which the School is looking into. 

Mr. Kreeger concurred that there should be other such Masquerades 
and further suggested that the School have another auction. 

Mrs. Salant volunteered to have a luncheon to launch a second auction 

6. Report of the Associate Director 

Ms. Livingston reported on the exhibitions. G ene Davis Recent 
Paintings(1970-1978) and William Christenberry both of which 
will open in December. Also on view will be several exhibitions 
from the Corcoran's collection: Seasons Greetings , The Object as 
Subject: Still Lifes at the Corcoran , and Still Life Photography . 

She further reported that the Works of Art Committee will be meeting 
soon to discuss new acquisitions and gifts. 

Ms. Livingston reported that the Friends of the Corcoran have 
voted to utilize their FY1979 gift allocation to enable the 
Corcoran to employ a Curator of Washington Art; a search committee 
will review applications. It was exphasized that the Friends will 
underwrite this position for one year only and that funds will have 
to be raised from other sources to continue the position. 

7. Committee Reports 

a. Committee of Works of Art Mrs. Vanderpool announced that 
there was not a meeting scheduled at this time. 
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b- Art School Committee Dean Thomas noted that the School 
financial statement for the 1st quarter appears in order. 

c. Education/Shop Mrs. Salant reported that she will be meeting 
next week with Barbara Moore, the Gallery's new Chief Education 
Officer. 

d. Women's Committee Mrs. Dudley announced that the Women's 
Committee had voted,to award $74,000 in FY1979 to the Gallery and 
School for a number of projects including the matching of a 
museum purchase grant from the National Endowment for the Arts. 

Mrs. Dudley also announced that as a part of the 25th anniversary 
celebration of the Women's Committee, members of the Committee 
have been asked to give works from their own collections to the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

There being no other business, the meeting was adjourned at 2:30 PM.
